REFUGEES REFUSE TO RETURN TO RHODESIA 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 13 Feb 80 p 1 


[Text] Three hundred refugees due to cross Victoria Falls bridge yesterday 
refused to enter Rhodesia after hearing from others in the Livingstone tran- 
sit camp, of their experiences during Police screening at Wankie. 


This was confirmed in Salisbury last night by the chief of mission in the 
United Nations High Commission for Refugees, Mr Nicholas Morris, who said 
that out of a group of 500 men expected to arrive yesterday, only 198 had 
crossed the border. Of these four had decided voluntarily to return to 
Zambia, but he was unable to say why. 


Mr Morris said that the 300 who refused repatriation had been told about 
ill-treatment during Police screening operations at Wankie by a group of 

16 who had been returned to Livingstone transit camp after being identified 
as Patriotic Front military personnel. 


"One of a group °f 16 refugees found to be acceptable and released had re- 
turned to the Gwai .‘ver reception centre and complained of ill treatment 
during the Police screening at Wankie," Mr Morris said. 


The officer commanding Wankie Police district, Chief Superintendent J. Par- 
ker, said since the start of the repatriation exercise from Zambia on Feb- 
ruary 4, a total of 95 men had been taken to the Wankie Police camp from 
the Gwai River reception centre, for further screening and investigation. 


"Of these, 16 have been released as genuine refugees and 16 others returned 
to Zambia as not acceptable to us in term: of the Lancaster House agree- 
ment. The remaining 63 are still being processed.” 

He said another 10 or 15 men were expected *o be returned to Zambia today. 


"We will continue the screening process with the remaining 48." 


Anyone who had undergone military training in a host country was unaccep- 
table to the Rhodesian authorities. 











No refugees from Zambia will cross the bridge today Major Nick Cann, the 


Border liaison officer said yesterday. Repatriation will start again on 
Thursday. 


More than 14 000 Rhodesian refugees had now been repatriated from camps in 
Botswana, Mr Morris said. 


Own Accord 


This figure excluded about 2 900 people who had returned home of their own 
accord. 


So far about 22 730 refugees had been repatriated into Rhodesia under the 
aegis of UNCHR--14 430 from camps in Botswana, 4 330 from Mozambique and 
3 970 from Zambia. | 


The Herald's Africa News Service reports from Gaborone that two of the 

three camps in Botswana--at Francistown and Selebi Pikwe--are now empty 
with the remaining refugees--mainly women, childrer and old men--in the 
Dukwe camp. 


According to Mr Philip Steenkamp, permanent secretary to the President of 
Botswana, 50 refugees are in hospital and clinics, pregnant or suffering 
from tuberculosis and will not be repatriated yet. 


Most of the remaining refugees in Botswana--estimated now to number about 
6 500--are expected to be back in this country by Tuesday.

[Text] A spokusm’: fo: the Governor, Lord Soames, said last night that more 
than 70 refugees . urning from Zambia had been detained after being iden- 
tified as Patrio:‘c “ro... military personnel and most would be returned to 
that country. 


Speaking in Salisbury after returning from a visit to the Victoria Falls 
border post and the Gwai River reception centre, the spokesman said a smal] 
number of those detained had been released after questioning but the rest 
would be sent back to Zambia "with the agreement of the Zamoian authorities". 


It had been agreed between Rhodesian and United Nations High Commission for 
Refugee officials that “only refugees would be repatriated into this coun- 
try and not military personnel". 


"Considering that nearly 4 000 refugees have returned from Zambia since the 
repatriation exercise began on February 4 there have not been many detained," 
said the official. 


There were about 45 000 refugees in Zambia before repatriation began. 


Commenting on reports in a Sunday newspaper of ill-treatment at the Gwai Ri- 
ver reception centre, the chief of mission in the office of the UNHCR, Mr 
Nicholas Morris, said in Salisbury last night that no substantiated reports 
of ill-treatment had been received. 


"The centre was closei for 24 hours last weekend for minor problems, includ- 
ing the water supply, to be sorted out. While chere have been reports of 
ill-treatment inside the centre no substantiated ones of serious cases have 


been received and the centre is running well." 


Mr Morris said that 533 refugees had returned from Zambia yesterday, “uret 
of them men”. 


The last 403 refugees from the Francistown camp in Botswana had arrived 
at Tegwani reception centre in the Plumtree area, aad the camp had been 
closed. Only those in the Dukwe camp were still swaiting repatriation. 
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It is anticipated that all the estimated 26 000 refugees in Botswana wouid 
have returnea to Rhodesia before the election at the end of this month. 


The Toront«: reception cer<re, outside Umtali, received 638 more of the 
estimated 160 000 refugees from Mozambique yesterday.

ZAMBIAN ARMS PACT HIT--In concluding an $80 million arms deal with the So- 
viet Union, Zambia had finally succumbed to communist pressure and Presi- 
dent Kaunda has mortgaged his country and people to the Russians, the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, Mr David Mukome, said yesterday. Mr Mukome asked 
how “when his people are starving and he goes around the world begging for 
food, can any leader possibly justify spending $80 million on arms?" As 
the black African states which bordered Zambia were supposed to be friendly, 
Mr Mukome assured Dr Kaunda wanted to defend himself against Rhodesia or 

' South Africa. "Or perhaps he fears even more his own people, who for years 
have been sick and tired of the ruination he has brought upon them by his 
misguided policies," he said. "Whatever his intention, this latest move 
reveals the truth that he is but a pawn in the Russians’ expansionist pro- 
gramme for Africa. "No longer can he deny what has become increasingly 
plain over the years, that while he attempted to use the West to get him 
out of his immense financial and economic problems, he is firmly in the 
pocket of the communists.”

PRAIA HOST TO CILSS MEETING--The Fifth Summit Meeting of Chiefs of State 
of the CILSS (Interstate Committee to Fight Drought in the Sahel) will 
take place in December 1981 in the city of Praia, following the next bien- 
nial pertod 1980-1981. Gen Moussa Traore, president of the Republic of 
Mali, will chair the conference of chiefs of state and government, and 
the coordinator will be agronomist Pereira Silva, Cape Verde's minister 
of rural development. They were chosen by unanimous decision of the 
Fourth Summit Meeting cf Chiefs of State of the CILSS member countries, 
which took place on 14 and 15 January in Ouagadougou, capital of Upper 
Volta. President Pereira attended the meeting, in which the members 
analyzed the general deterioration of the economy and food supply, parti- 
cularly in the countries of the Sahel, because of the prolonged drought, 
and appealed to the international ccmmunit; to support measures to or- 
ganize for food independence and to provide emergency aid to the peoples 
suffering from the drought, particularly in the three countries most 
affected: Cape Verde, Mauritania and Chad.

BAUXITE PORT STUDIED--Bissau, 16 Jan-~Guinea-Bissau is seeking to bring 
Senegal, Mali and, possibly, Guinea-Conakry into association in a project 
for construction of a mineral port at Buba, in the south of the country. 
According to experts, Buba is exceptionally well suited to the establish- 
ment ot a large port, which would serve the mineral-exploiting regions of 
eastern Senegal, Mali, Guinea-Bissau and the Republic of Guinea-Conakry. 
Only the Republic of Guinea, which has a national port more easily 
accessible to its bauxite, did not show much interest in the project, but 
Senegalese and Malian officials reacted favorably. The port of Buba is 
vital for the movement of bauxite from Boe, which Guinea-Bissau should 
begin to export in the next year, but the size of the port will depend on 
the participation of the neighboring countries in the project. In addition 
to the port, the project also involves construction of a rail line linking 
the port to the Boe fields, with branch lines to neighboring countries. 
Access to Buba is by way of a sea inlet where the water is deep enough to 
permit the ~ovement of ships of up to 200,000 tons.

NEW POLITICAL, ECONOMIC ERA BEGINNING

[Text] In an unmarked grave lies buried the "sole miracle of Equatorial 
Guinea" Francisco Masie, president for life. He was buried outside the 
Catholic cemetery of the city of Malabo, together with his comrades in 
power and in holocaust. A dirty slipper marks the resting place of "the 
tiger," whose heart the executors tore out after shooting him, to prevent 
him from coming back to life. 


Masie died screaming, "You won't kill me." One of the soldiers who took 
part in the execution, a 19 year old Bube (islander) who had never shot 
with real buli.ets in spite of being a soldier by profession, told me so. 


Equatorial Guinea's problem is now, precisely, to kill definitively a dead 
man. Masie fell before the bullets of an undisciplined group of soldiers 
but the bitter inheritance of his rule is alive. In the thicket of the 
jungle “the tiger" continues to roar. 


A Nightmare 


For 11 years the former Spanish colony lived through one of the worst 
nightmares in modern history. It was a relatively prosperous territory to 
which the colonial paternalism of the Spanish plantation owners had 
provided an adequate infrastructure. When the Spanish flag was lowered and 
Mr Fraga Iribarne presided over the boisterous celebration of independence, 
Rio Muni as well as the island Fernando Poo boasted of a considerable 
network of highways, several hospitals, colleges, modern agricultural 
developments and some factories. The Equatorial Guineans even had 
political parties, something which we Spaniards did not achieve until a 
decade later. And the strict elections which brought Francisco Masie, a 
mediocre former colonial official, to power were carried out under the 
control of international experts and several Spanish magistrates (among 
them the present presiding judge of the Supreme Court, Mr. Escudero). 
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Equatorial Guinea could bave been the "pearl of Africa," as some poets said 
in poetry competitions, if Masie's growing paranoia, the interference of 
certain plantation owners and metropolitan diplomats, the inexperience of 
its politicians and the ambition of some foreign powers had not prevented it. 


First a coup d'etat against Masie was aborted, paid for according to some, 
by certain wealthy Spaniards. An Equatorial Guinean minister got off a 
plane of the Madrid-Malabo line handing out bills of one thousand but at 
the critical moment Masie,"the tiger," in this difficult situation 
ruthlessly entered Bata, arrested the conspirators, clubbed them to death 
and finisied off, in passing, the ethnic (Bube) and political opposition. 


The descent into hell started at that moment. The Spanish landowners had 
to abandon their plantations and ransom their foremen (4 million each). 
Spanish monasteries and convents were closed, fishing boats were sunk on 
the island of Fernando Poo (renamed Maise Nguema Biyogo) so that no one, 
from the minister to the beggar, could escape, and the obligatory 
harvesting of coffee and cacao was instituted. 


Prohibition of Bread 


Francisco Masie prohibited bread, beef, religious music, books, newspapers, 
religious schools, statistics, automobiles, dancing and the Lord's prayer. 
The “sole miracle, protector of the sciences and the arts," sought 
inspiration for his colossal project the “Africanization of Equatorial 
Guinea" in North Korea, China and Cuba. He brought from China ten or so 
long-suffering collaborators and "barefoot doctors." Kim Il Sung gave him 
several bound volumes of his "Complete Works." The Cubans imposed their 
olive drab uniform on the impoverished army and offered a few agronomists. 
Later came the Russians; they installed in Luba a fishing base (full of 
antennas and sophisticated apparatus to locate the sardines, of course) and 
sold the hungry inhabitants of the island rotted horse mackerel. 


Masie Nguema Biyogo (formerly Francisco Macias) abandoned urban ammenities 
as “Africanization"” of the country advanced. First he withdrew from 

Malabo to Bata and then from Bata to Mongomo and finally he shut himself up 
in the small village of Nzengayong. From there, surrounded by penicillin 
containers, “ekuele”" bills and his henchmen, Masie governed his strange 
world. More than 5,000 political prisoners rotted in damp dungeons, waiting 
to be flogged to death. The officials--who were not paid after 1971-- 
deserted the cit*’s and went deep into the jungle to hunt porcupines and 
lizards. The susdiers, with obsolete rifles and usually without bullets, 
formed bands of robbers. Masie's “ten commandments," set forth in his book 
Supreme Decision, was substituted for all the “bourgeois science" which 
imperialism had sought to propagate during colonial times. 


The country fell apart. Some islands, like Annobon, went from 7,000 
inhabitants to 400. A third of the population escaped to Gabon, Cameroon 
and Nigeria. At the same time, Masie expelled 34,000 Nigerian workers from 
the plantations. 
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Leprosy, filariasis and malaria once again reigned over the terrified and 
malnourished population, which fed on the Soviet horse mackerel and yucca 
roots. 


In January 1979 the “zero point" arrived. Masie was continuing to live in 
his uralite house giving his henchmen orders. The Chinese were working 
from sunup to sundowr. on impossible projects. The Soviets were continuing 
to scrutinize what passed through the ®iafra Gulf with their antennas and 
“factory boats." One fine day, the members of the officers’ list of the 
armed forces who had not been purged were called by Masie for a routine 
meeting. The naive ones who went into Nzengayong were clubbed to death. 
Lieutenant Colonel Obiang, vice minister of defense, decided to remain in 
Bata and by that act saved his life. He swore to avenge his comrades. 


At the end of July dissension broke out and then oper rebellion. First the 
island of Bioko (formerly Fernando Poo, formerly Masie Nguema) broke 
relations with the mainland. Days later, two Soviet planes whose pilots 
were held at gun point landed about 50 soldiers at Bata. Masie sent his 
loyal supporters but before they arrived in Bata night fell; they decided 
to go to sleep. The next day they were crushed by reinforcements who had 
arrived from the island of Bioko. Masie fled into the jungle with two 
suitcases full of foreign currency--much of it of no value on any market-- 
and after 12 days of pursuit he was caught, strung on a pole like a tapir, 
and moved to Malabo. He wes executed 30 September. 


The new era then began. The presiding triwevirate (Obliang, Ela and Maye) 
asked their former colonial power for help. Help of every kind, including 
military. Only food, automobiles, cloth, canned goods, machines and 
telephone instruments came. "Military advisers" were offered by Morocco 
through Gabon. 


"Snow-covered Mountains" 


After 11 years of anti-Spanish fury, of "assassin Masie-ism," on the island 
ais well as on the mainland, a great outcry arose in favor of Spain. The 
cliches were once again heard: reunion of mother and child, and so forth. 
And when the Spanish king and queen went through the streets of Malabo 
during their official visit students sang a stanza of the Falangist hymn: 
In Spain the Dawn is Breaking mixed in with Snow-covered Mountains. A few 
short months ago singing such hymns was punishable by death... 


The island of Bioko, a veritable plane carrier in the Gulf of Biafra, 
continues to arouse hegemonic ambitions. The same thing is happening with 
the mainland province of Rio Muni. France does not conceal its immoderate 
interest in the Equatorial Guinean-Gabonese border areas which have immense 
petroleum potential. The United States is seeking to make use of the 
Soviet “scare” to introduce its technicians under the guise of 
humanitarianism. But Spain continues to be, for Lieutenant Colonel Obiang 
(trained in Zaragoza, as were many of his comrades of the Supreme Military 
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Council), the privileged conversational partner. Our country has already 
poured almost 1 billion pesetas into that bottomless pit of Equatorial 
Guinean underdevelopment, drained by corruption, waste, administrative 
chaos, nepotism, sabotage by nostalgic persons and fear. But Yquatorial 
Guinea wants more, much more: to rise again from its ashes, to return to 
civilized life, to leave hell and return to the 20th century. It will 
take money, time, work, sacrifice and perhaps, even now, blood. At the 
brink of hell, the reborn country is now attempting to walk again. With 
crutches, but putting behind itself that unmarked grave crowned by 4 
slipper.

INCREASED CHICKEN, EGG PRODUCTION PLANNED 
Bissau NO PINTGHA in Portuguese 24 Jan 80 p 6 


{Text} ENAVI (National Poultry Enterprise) is currently supplying an aver- 
age of 2,000 chickens a week to supermarkets in the capital. This figure 
could soon reach 4,000 a week, Comrade Isabel Ribeiro, ENAVI director, has 
told ANOP. 


With the arrival of 30,000 laying hens in Bissau at the end of this month, 
by June ENAVI could be ready to produce and cistribute 10,000 eggs per day 
in the capital. 


According to Comrade Ribeiro, last year there was a major shortage of eggs 
throughout the country, particularly in Bissau, caused mainly by lack of 
transport, since the industry depends on imported laying hens. 


To insure execution of the announced supply project, ENAVI is maintaining 
close contacts with CERORAVE, a Portuguese poultry company, buying the 
needed chicks directly from the concern and receiving technical assistance 
from this poultry breeding farm. As announced, the Portuguese firm will 
train Guinean cadres for the poultry industry. 


The director general of ENAVI said that to date it has not been able to 
build a stock of imported raw materials to handle the continuing demands 

of the domestic market. The problem is further aggravated by the country's 
foreign exchange reserve problem. 


In addition to the present programs, ENAVI hopes to receive a loan from the 
African Development Bank for construction of a plant in Boimbo, to increase 
egg production for retail sale. The plapt would handle 36,000 laying hens, 
and would be the major supplier of eggs for other regions of the country. 


Moreover, a million Swedish kroners are expected shortly, through a SIDA 
grant for construction of five more poultry hcuses, to handle 25,000 hens 
and to be located in Bissau or Llonde. 
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ENAVI has about 100 employees and the collaboration of a Cuban technician. 
Three more technicians are expected to arrive, within the framework of the 
existing cooperation in this area with the Socialist Republic of Cuba. 
Cuba also supplied 25,000 eggs, from which were hatched a selected 6,000 
laying hens, already producing in the Ilonde poultry houses. It is noted 
that egg produccion at this poultry farm is destined solely for incubation 
and production of laying hens and meat.

STATE COMPANY MANAGEMENT CRITICIZED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 18 Jan 80 pp 1-2 


[Text] The Supreme Council of the Revolution met yesterday at the State 
Palace in Ambohitsorohitra under the chairmanship of Didier Ratsiraka, 
eminent leader of the Malagasy people. 


The agenda of this meeting was basically focused on economic questions and 
particularly problems of management and "performances" of commercial state 
companies, as well as of banks. 


As a matter of fact, it is commonly said that since the nationalization of 
these economic sectors in 1975, most of the state banks and companies have 
not demonstrated satisfactory dynamism. And the results which we have 
reason to expect seem to be rather mediocre. 


In particular, it is often argued that such results are due to many reasons, 
including incompetence, dishonesty, lack of solidarity and poor management 
of companies by officials who are a bit too concerned about personal 
interests and exhorbitant material advantages. 


Moreover, it is observed that certain state cvumpanies are importing articles 
and materiais which are certainly easy to move and thus bring them enormous 
and immediate profits but which are not necessarily indispensable to the 
life of the nation. 


This state of affairs coupled with the disorganization often observed in the 
collection of export products (coffee, vanilla, cloves, pepper, etc.), 
products entrusted to certain of them, has contributed enormously to the 
trade imbalance, which, naturally, has unfortunate consequences for the 
national economy. 


Therefore, the Council summoned to this meeting the directors general of 
these state companies and banks to hear their explanations of the facts and 
to give them the directives of the Revolutionary Authority, particularly 

as regards recognition that there has been a redefinition of the nature 

of their duties and responsibilities and the functions of their companies 
with a view to the building of a socialist economy.

After long exchanges of views, the following directives were issued: 


--generally speaking, the directors general should demonstrate effective 
commitment to the revolution, display profound conscientiousness which will 
Stand any test and assure good management of their company or enterprise; 


--they must have awareness of national and not sectional responsibility, as 
unforturately is often the case; 


--they should unfailingly observe strict and honest discipline in the 
organization of their management practices and cooperation with their peers; 


--they should be motivated by a spirit of activist solidarity with the 
country's rulers, particularly as regards control of their management 
practices. 


--the policy of austerity is the keyword. Thus it is that they should in 
this sense weigh personal advantages against that of the general interest; 


--on the same occasion, they were asked to adopt a policy of training cadres 
within their companies, and this with a view to being able to assure 

their replacement or contribute to the staffing of similar existing companies 
or other new companies with competent cadres. 


Finally, the Council prohibited them henceforth from importing other than 


products judged necessary to the life of the country and asked them to 
insure better collection of customary exportable goods.

TINDINGS, CONCLUSIONS OF NATIONAL INFORMATION SEMINAR 
Planning Concept Needed 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 23 Jan 80 p 2 


[Excerpts] Insofar as matters of planning were concerned, the seminar began 
by citing our great lack of experience in the area of planning information- 
al work. It was noted that there has been considerable experience in ma- 
terial planning on the central level of the Ministry of Information; however, 
that experience is very limited, or even non-existent, when we enter the 
area of publications planning. 


The seminar, analyzing the results of the lack of planning in informational 
work, was of the opinion that it involved the following negative aspects: 


a. We do not abide by the great national priorities in a consistent and sys- 
tematic manner, 


b. The information organs do not act as a united, coordinated work front. 


c. We do not make rational use of the human resources that we have, and we 
fail to assign them to the principal tasks, because the latter are not pro- 
perly established in each phase. 


d. We do not pursue a single, clearcut strategy in information, something 
which greatly reduces the political efficacy of our work. 


e. The informational work lags behind events; we have not prepared ourselves 
to intervene effectively in it. 


f. We work on the basis of incidental requests, resulting in inaccurate in- 
formation, without continuity, and incanable of affording a realistic view 
of the country and its political, s*:ial, economic and cultural progress, 
as well as of distinguishing between the principal and the secondary. 


g. We work without goals set for each phase and, therefore, without render- 
ing accounts. 
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h. We work without engaging in an evaluation of the results of our work, 
because we have not established its targets in each phase. 


i. We do not know our real working capacity, because we are not organized. 
A Victory That We Have Yet to Win 


It was, moreover, necessary to amalyze the reasons for this lack of sensi- 
tivity toward planning. The report of the task force which dealt with this 
topic stresses: “There is still the liberal concept that it is impossible 
to plan journalistic work, because its subject matter emerges from the so- 
ciety and the world every day." 


Another factor that must be taken into account is that, since planning de- 
mands greater discipline and more assumption of responsibility on the part 
of officials and workers in general, many of us, either wittingly or unwit- 
tirgly, have resisted the establishment of planning. 


Herce, this battle (the battle for planning) has emerged primarily as an 
ideological battle, a battle for the imposition of correct ideas, and against 
the liberal concepts and practices that are deeply entrenched in our sector. 


A Specific Methodology 


Having observed the serious need for planning, and having observed the grave 
consequences that its absence entails for our work, we must perforce devise 
the concrete forms that planning in informational work must assume. 


In view of our lack of experience in this area, the task force expressed 

this view: "We deem it necessary to progress with modest and gradually ex- 
panded experience in publications planning, until practice indicates a sound, 
operative system to us." This recommendation was approved by the seminar 
and converted into a concrete instruction: The task force itself must, 
within a period of 6 months, prepare a specific proposal on methodology 

for planning in informational work, which must be implemented, aftr its 
approval, when the plan for 1981 is prepared. 


It was also decided to create, from now on, both in the cent*al structures 
of the ministry and in the information organs, planning groups where none 
have existed before, so as to begin equipping and training our entities 
for planning work. 


However, since we have to learn to plan by planning, the National Informa- 
tion Directorate was charged with preparing, within 4 months’ time, the 
first quarterly program for the information industry. This will not yet 
be a plan, but ratber a mere work program, and from its implementation we 
shall gain experience for the preparation, execution and overseeing of the 
future plan. 
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Professionclism, Economics Debated 


Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 27 Jan 80 p 3 


[Excerpts] One of the issues which was brought up most repeatedly during 
the preparatory work for the Second National Information Seminar was the 
lack of a journalist's statute which would specifically define the rights, 
duties and moral obligations of the profession. In other words, our jour- 
nalists are feeling an increasing need for the establishment of a set of 
standards for the profession that all of them would be obliged to uphold. 
This has become a necessity, so that the journalistic profession itself may 
be respected, first by journalists themselves, and then by the population 
as a whole. 


In a recent address, President Samora Machel criticized the fact that many 
people still regard the journalist as a “third class citizen," and treat 
him as such. We must put an end to this state of affairs, and make the 
state entities and the population as a whole aware of the importance of the 
journzlist's social function. 


Another aspect of this matter is that the journalist himself often does not 
understand or assume the major role that he is supposed to play in society. 
This is why we are still often witnessing improper behavior on the part of 
certain journalists, either in the direct performance of their tasks, or 
dissociated from them. 


The way in which the journalist himself regards his profession, and his at- 
titude toward it, are involved here. In this respect, the seminar took 
note of the persistence of liberal notions among certain journalists which 
are reflected both in external aspects such as clothing and in the ideolo- 
gical content of their work itself. The seminar also observed that consi- 
derable progress has been made in this respect, in comparison with the pe- 
riod when the first seminar was held in 1977; but, nevertheless, the situ- 
ation is far from satisfactory, and requires corrective action. 


Economic Matters 


The seminar also discussed the economic status of the information organs. 
All of them inherited a very difficult situation from the colonial past, 
with an accumulation of huge debts to banks and other institutions. Like 
so many other sectors in our country, the newspapers were technically bank- 
rupt at the time when colonialism met its downfall, surviving at the ex- 
pense of constant loans and subsidies from the colonial government. In 

all of them, this situation was exacerbated by a destructive, fraudulent 
management. 


This situation must now be eliminated, and conditions created so that the 
information organs may have a sound economic status and proper management. 
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It should be emphasized that, after the fall of colonialism, the income 
of the information organs dropped drastically, owing to the great decline 
in the sale of advertising. 


This poses a fundamental question: To what extent is it the mission of our 
information organs to sell advertising, what type of advertising, etc.; and 
hence to what extent should they count on sales of advertising to cover the 
newspapers’ chronic deficits? Or, on the contrary, should we not consider 
creating other alternate sources of revenue; because, in our country, as 
everywhere else, newspapers are sold at prices under their cost? An ana- 
lysis is yet to be made of the specific status of radio, which renders a 
service for which there can be no charge. 


In this same context, the question of the legal statute of the information 
organs arises; since in most instances it has not been changed since co- 
lonial times, and is therefore completely obsolete at present, and not at 
all geared to the present reality. 


All these matters were studied by a task force, which submitted to the se- 
minar some preliminary conclusions and proposals, and which must now con- 
tinue its task, submitting within a stipulated period of time concrete 
proposals dealing with the various specific situations in this area to 
which the information organs are subjected. 


Photographic and Sports Journalism 


Photographic and sports journalism comprise two categories which were sys- 
tematically downgraded during colonial times, a situation which, generally 
speaking, has not changed. 


Insofar as photographic journalism is concerned, this situation is all the 
more intolerable because, under our concrete circumstances, pictures have 
assumed particular importance. 


On the other hand, no one is unaware of the importance that the sports phe- 
nomenon has assumed in our country at present. 


However, the fact is that there is still a tendency for the sports sections 
in our information organs to be dissociated from the revolutionary process 
that is under way in our country; and, in the information organs themselves, 
dissociated from the editorial offices. A direct result of this situation 
is that the sports sections of our information organs still often reflect 
many negative and alienating aspects related to sports activity, such as 
club and star orientation, etc. In other words, instead of helping to era- 
dicate these aspects of our sports, it sometimes happens that the infor- 
mation organs themselves carry them and encourage then. 
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These are the main reasons that special groups were formed during the semi- 
nar, to discuss the topics of photographic and sports journalism. These 
groups will also be required to continue their study, and to discuss con- 
crete methods for eliminating the aforementioned negative situations.

JOINT FISHING COMPANY ESTABLISHED WITH SPAIN 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 17 Jan 80 pp 1, 4 


[Text] Beira (Bureau)--To serve the entire market more efficiently, and to 
obtain over $20 million in foreign exchange reserves, by existing estimates: 
these are the two objectives of the recently created joint Mozambican- 
Spanish fishing company. Headquartered in this city, the company has a 
fleet of 27 ships and Mozambique holds 51 percent of its capital stock. 


Consistent with the present development of cooperation with other countries 
in the area of fishing, the enterprise will have the task of mobilizing the 
battle to overcome the pronounced shortage of fish on the domestic market. 
This shortage exists despite the fact that our sea is a potentially rich 
source of fish, especially shellfish. 


It was learned from a source in this city that the new company was formed 
with capital from EMOPESCA [Mozambican State Fishing Company] and Spain's 
PESCANOVA. The operation will be controlled in accordance with the basic 
interests of our country, as normally occurs now with other associations of 
the same type within the fishing sector. 


According to sector officials, the PESCANOVA fleet of 18 ships has already 
been operating for some time within our territorial waters, under a fishing 
system requiring payment of license fees. 


Local Port Supports Fishing Fleet 


The same source reported that during this year the newly created company 
will catch 4,000 tons of shrimp and 750 tons of fish. In addition to 
strengthening the present market, it is expected to bring in over $20 
million in foreign exchange reserves. 


Meanwhile, the agencies responsible fe: the Port of Beira are currently 
making great efforts to assist the fishing vessels, which are having 
difficulties with docking and anchoring. The problem should be resolved 
this year with the completion of the large fishing port at Beira, as we 
reported in a recent edition. 


To this end, the port authcrity has decided to make Pier 2 available. This 
will in no way prejudice the sea-going ships which will be arriving in great 
numbers at the port of this city, now that the border between Mozambique 
and Southern Rhodesia has been officially opened.

We have been touched by the good wishes and friendly words of encouragement 
addressed to us by his excellency, the dean of the diplomatic corps accred- 
ited to the People's Republic of Mozambique.

South Africa seeks to turn Namibia into a Bantustan, a base from which it 
will continue to lauch aggressive and destabilizing attacks against the in- 
dependent nations in the area. 


The success of the armed struggle of the Namibian people, led by SWAPO, and 
the increased international pressure against South Africa will frustrate all 
the attempts to make Namibia a puppet state, a satellite of “apartheid.”

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Jur position regarding South Africa is clear. It is an independent state, 
Nonetheless, we resolutely support the struggle of the South African people 
against the criminal and inhuman policy of “apartheid,” which is universally 
condemned.

We are aware of the problems that could arise in the implementation of the 
accords. 


The repressive structures of the rebel regime are still intact. The special 
strike forces against neighboring countries, forces which include mercenaries 
of several nationalities and origins, have not yet been dismantled. 


Some restrictive aspects of the political activity of the legislature of the 
rebel regime are still operating. 


We are concerned with the fragility of the power structure that has been 
established and the importance of the commonwealth observation forces in 

view of the acts of provocation that occur daily. Meanwhile, in abusive 
violation of the London accords, the South African forces continue to flow 
into Zimbabwe, with the declared intention of preventing democratic elections. 


It is the duty and responsibility of the international community to insure 
that the final phase of decolonization in Zimbabwe prceeds as stipulated 
in the London Conference. 
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The People's Republic of Mozambique, as in the past, will remain at the side 
of the Zimbabwean people in .aeir struggle for a free and independent Zinm- 
babwe, democratic, stable, peaceful and united.

Throughout 1979 we have bi .n conducting a thorough study of our economic 
situation.

[Text] "I was born in the district of Quelimane, Zambezia, locale of 
Maquival, Namgowala circulo, Moxoro cell. There are three of us--a girl 
and two boys. At 18, I am the youngest. 


"When I was a child they both liked me. I even learned from them, but now 
they don't like me. 


"On 13 June 1977, at about 1530 hours, I left the city of Quelimane, where 
I was studying in the Samugue Secondary School, to take a course of studies 
in Maputo. From that hour, day, month and year, they have not liked me. 
When I write to them they do not write back.

TAXES INCREASED--The schedule for the consumer tax has been partially re- 
vised, with new taxes established, mainly for products such as beer, soft 
drinks, cigarettes and textiles. These tax changes are contained in Min- 
isterial Document No 2/80, approved on 9 January, and will go into effect 
immediately. These measures are a result of the observation made at the 
Fifth Session of the People's Assembly regarding the need to revise the 
consumer tax schedule so as to make it possible to accrue the standard 
revenue called for in the state budget. The changes which have been made 
in the aforementioned taxes will naturally entail a rise in the prices of 
the products affected. However, no commodities regarded as items of prime 
necessity were affected. In fact, this is one of the principles of the 
tax policy established by the party and state leadership. In accordance 
with this principle, in the collection of the revenue required to finance 
the country's reconstruction programs and to create conditions for the ra~- 
pid development of our agricultural and industrial production, the consumer 
taxes must be levied chiefly and as a priority on products which are not 
items of prime necessity. Insofar as textiles are concerned, generally 
speaking there was an increase in the consumer tax rate from 20 to 30 
percent; but for those which are luxury types, such as the textiles with 
metal and also carpeting and drapery fabrics, lace, embroidery and other 
types, the new tax will be 40 percent. On page 3 of this issue we are 
publishing the aforementioned ministerial document in its entirety, as 
well as the new price schedule for tobacco.

HONEY PRODUCTION STUDIED--This year, the agriculture sector of the Forestry 
Department of the Ministry of Agriculture will begin to implement a vast 
project for honey production, nationwide. The first phase will include the 
provinces of Maputo, Gaza, Inhambane, Manica, Sofala and Cabo Delgado. In 
implementation of the economic and social directives of the Third FRELIMO 
Congress for the forestry sector, the program will be launched experimen- 
tally in Sofala, where the first trials will be made for the scientific 
development of honey production by improved techniques. This will also 
serve to educate the nation's peasant population about this productive 
activity. Four state honey production units will be created in each of 

the six provinces included in the project. Each of the units will have 
four swarms, with a total production capacity estimated at over two tons 

of honey a year. It is noted that this is the first experiment in planned 
and organized honey production in Mozambique.

ALLEGED UNREST IN MAKONDI TRIBE--Crack Frelimo motorised units nave been 
sent into the Mozambique midlands and northern provinces, following rumours 
and reports of a growing underground resistance movement to Frelimo. Units 
are operating from Vila Alferes Chamusca northwards, in close liaison with 
secret police elements, following investigations into alleged unrest among 
members of the Makondi tribe. An underground resistance movement is said 
to be building up under the leadership of senior tribesmen, who feel that 
they have been thrust into obscurity after helping Frelimo triumph against 
the colonial administration. The 100 000 strong Makondis were a major fac- 
tor in the success of Frelimo. A warlike nation, and traditionally sold- 
iers--in much the same ethnic tradition as the Zulu and Masai--they are re- 
ported now to be “itching for action". Frelimo is made up mainly of Shan- 
gaans, and there is a traditional and historic antipathy between the two 
tribes. Frelimo sources claim that the Makondi's have been given arms, 
food, and medical supplies, by Rhodesia. The paramount chief of the Ma- 
kondis, Lazarus Katandani, was jailed for "treason" by Frelimo, and recently 
released. He is said to be now “actively involved" with the resistance 
group.

[Text] A deputy minister and leading Rhodesian Front politician, Mr Rowan 
Cronje, told a party public meeting last night he believed that as things 
stood in Rhodesia there was no chance of a free and fair election. 


He was speaking in support of the party's candidate for the Kopje consti- 
tuency, Mr Dennis Divaris, who is being challenged by a Salisbury city coun- 
cillor and former Medical Officer of Health, Dr Timothy Stamps, standing 

as an Independent. 


About 60 people attended the meeting in the Rhodes Memorial Hall. 


The election for the six contested white seats in the House of Assembly takes 
place on Thursday. Fourteen RF MPs have been returned unopposed. 


Mr Divaris said the day after the conclusion of the black election, to be 
held on February 27, 28 and 29, the Governor, Lord Soames, and the Common- 
wealth Monitoring Force “will disappear from Rhodesia and leave the security 
forces to sort out the mess”. 


Mr Divaris attacked Lord Soames for allegedly avoiding his responsibilities 
and of “dithering around" over the ceasefire. 


"He is afraid to show his teeth," he added. "Shortly it will be too late." 


Mr Cronje said the whole crux of the election was whether it was going to 
be free and fair--and his assessment at this stage was that it would not 
be the case. 


He said he based his assessment on the almost 50 meetings he had held across 
the country in the past three weeks and the countless discussions he had 
held with people intricately involved. 


For instance, he said, there were five tribal trust lands in the southeast 


where any party other than Mr Robert Mugabe's ZANU (PF) did not stand a chance 
of electioneering because of intimidation. 
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"Intimidation is rife and fear is endemic among the tribesmen. . . 


"The terrorists are leaving assembly points. Many, including Frelimo sold- 
iers, have never entered them." 


He said black boxes were being carried around in the TTLS and tribesmen were 
being told they were sophisticated devices which would be able to identify 
how a person had voted. 


There was no chance of the election being held freely and fairly unless the 
terms of the Lancaster House agreement were fully implemented. 


Vital 


He said the white election results were “vital and all-important" because 
it was becoming clear that neither ZANU (PF), Mr Joshua Nkomo's PF or 
Bishop Muzorewa's UANC would win an absolute majority in the 80 black seats. 


He agreed with a woman questioner who said the heads of all parties should 
state in writing even before the votes were counted, whether they believed 
the election had been free and fair. 


Mr Cronje added he felt that in addition to the party leaders, all the in- 
ternational observers and the Commonwealth observers should give their views 
on the election before the results were known. 


"I can assure you that very strong representations (on this issue) are being 
made,"" he added. 


He told another questioner that "we are totally unaware" of “hobnobbing" 
contacts between the RF leader, Mr Ian Smith, and Mr Nkomo, as was being 
suggested by some whites involved in the election for the six seats. 


Mr Cronje said the chances of Mr Mugabe "winning an election in the sense 
of an absolute majority are nil". 


"He will not be in a position to implement the policies he would hope to 
see as the juture for this country.” 


The forces of law and order were doing all they could. "Contingency plans 
have been prepared for any eventuality and these are ready to be put into 
operation."

ASSEMBLY POINTS SAID TO BE USED AS TERRORIST BASES

[Text] Because there was no control over the movement of people in and 
out of assembly points, large numbers had recently taken to making forays 
from them into tribal trust lands to politicise and pillage, a spokesman 
for JOC Tangent said yesterday. 


Since Monday there had been five terrorist incidents in the Tangent area, 
he said. Three were perpetrated by terrorists coming from Assembly Point 
Kilo, near Brunapeg Mission in the Plumtree area. 


On Monday morning at 11.30 tribesmen living in the Ramakwebana TTL assaulted 
a ZIPRA terrorist, from the assembly point, and a mujibha who were "pre- 
sumably trying to rob them". 


The spokesman said: "The locals are obviously fed up with the whole thing.” 


The mujibha and the terrorist, who is thought to be responsible for several 
recent robberies in the area, were handed over to the Police. Grenades and 
a safety fuse were recovered. 


At 10.15 p. m. on Monday an unknown number of terrorists left Assembly Point 
Kilo and went to Brunapeg Mission where they "created quite a disturbance”, 
said the spokesman.

PF REPRESENTATIVE INTERVIEWED 
Havana BOHEMIA in Spanish 4 Jan 80 pp 64-65 


(Interview with Joseph Dube, of the Patriotic Front, by Hugo Ruis, of 
BOHEMIA; A United Front ard Mobilization of the Masses"; date and 
place not given] 


[Text] These are slogans used by the Patriotic Front of Zimbabwe in the 
dangerous and difficult stage of the struggle that has just begun in 
that African country after the signing of the London agreements. The 
representatives in Havana of that liberation movement outlined the pros- 
pects of the immediate future in an interview granted to BOHEMIA. 


Joseph Dube has become quite well known in Cuba since he first arrived in 
our country, in 1966, as a member of the Zimbabwe African People's Union 
(ZAPU) delegation to the Conference for Solidarity with the countries of 
Africa, Asia, and Latin America. At that time there was just a glimmering, 
far-off prospect for the attainment of the independence of his country 
that was under the iron yoke of a racist colonial regime, re-established 
a year before with the quiet consent of Great Britain. It is not like 
that now, on this occasion when we are again meeting, under incomparably 
better historic conditions, with the man who characterizes himself as a 
"Cuban when it comes to political roots" as he prepared to return to his 
country, after introducing Albert Mayisa Ndoloun, the new representative 
of the Front. 


Both Zimbabweans reflected the same complete confidence of their people 
in the final victory of the national cause, but they emphasized that at 
this time the London agreements constitute only a step which will be 
followed by a very difficult, complicated, and dangerous stage that will 
require unity, mobilization, and vigilance, both inside and outside of 
Zimbabwe. The interview began at about this point. 


[Dube] "This stage is very difficult and complicated, because British 
diplomacy has never been sincere with respect to the implementation of 
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decolonization and we know enough history to doubt that it will actually 
comply with the agreements subscribed to. 


"The prospects of the London agreements will depend on the British govern- 
ment and the Patriotic Front, which actually are the two real parties in 
the conflict, since it has become quite clear that Ian Smith, Muzorewa, 
and the others are only instruments of colonial policy. 


"England of course will proceed to protect its economic and strategic 
interests, and we do not think that it will renounce its enduring objective 
of eliminating the Patriotic Front or of dividing it. And the Patriotic 
Front, for its part, will continue to struggle for the real independence 

of Zimbabwe, since that is the will of the majority of the people. 


"In honest elections, we will win; because we have the masses, the same 
people who, led by the Front, brought about the downfall of the govern- 
ment's reactionary plan to install Smith-Muzorewa-Sithole. 


“That is why the colonialists fear the victory of the Front. They know 
that we are not going to form a neocolonial government, to be commanded 
by monopolist partnerships." 


[Ruis] "By virtue of the London agreements, guerrilla forces have begun 
to occupy specific positions of concentration at various points in the 
country, according to information from Salisbury. 


"Do these zones offer any safety? For instance, are the ceasefire con- 
trol mechanisms reliable?," we asked. 


[Dube] "We are fully aware that the zones of concentration are not 
entirely safe and that the racist colonial forces will try to station us 
in places where they can attack us, but risks are necessary so that we 
may be present to mobilize the masses. First we firmly established that 
South Africa must move out all of the regular and mercenary forces-- 
thousands of them--in order to prevent any possibility of the recurrence 
of the history of the Congo and Lumumba, or that of Vietnam with respect 
to the 1954 Geneva agreements. 


"On the other hand, we accepted the participation of the military forces 
of the countries of the Commonwealth during the period of negotiations 
for independence, in accordance with the Lusaka Conference of this past 
August. What we cannot accept is the British attempt to impose the 
armies of specific countrie: that are very attuned to its policy, like 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, and Fiji. What will be the participation 
of countries from which mercenaries come that will operate with the 
Rhodesian regime? The forces of the Commonwealth that operate in 
Zimbabwe must be independent of the control and strategy of England." 
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Below is a judgment on the position of the United States in the present 
ceasefire and decolonization procedure: 


[Dube] "The United States has very many economic, military, and political 
interests to protect in South Africa, and it has been protecting them in 
Rhodesia, with the shipment of war equipment and with its maneuvers in 
behalf of the establishment of a tractable neocolonial regime. We 

realize that the United States and England may have different tactics, but 
never strategies. The imperialists are the same, in that they are endeavor- 
ing in common to avoid revolutionary changes, in order to protect their 
interests, especially in this zone that is so vital to them. They cannot 
accept a victory of the Patriotic Front, because that means acceSing the 
advancement of the revolution. They are not unaware that Muzorewa is 
going to lose the elections." 


[Ruis] “And will South Africa definitely have more arms?" A categorical 
answer followed the question: 


[Dube] “As is known, South Africa in 1967 entered the armed conflicts of 
the patriotic forces with the Rhodesian racists, and at least 2,000 

South Africans participated in this war at the side of Ian Smith. The 
Pretoria regime also backed the maneuver of creating the Muzorewa-Sithole- 
Chikerema puppet government. 


"South Africa has often make it apparent that it will not be able to 
accept the authority of the Patriotic Front, because the latter is a 
negation of racism, colonialism, and capitalism, and therefore South 
Africa is not unaware of the internal repercussions that this must produce 
in favor of a change in its system of apartheid. The situation in the 
southern cone changed with respect to Angola and Mozambique, while with 
respect to Zimbabwe revolutionary bases against South Africa are being 
extended. 


"We definitely believe that South Africa is not going to honor the 

London agreements and that a concentration of counterrevolutionary forces 
is moving against us, with the participation of South Africa, England, the 
Federal Republic of Germany, and Israel." 


{[Ruis}] “In that context, what urgent actions are being planned by the 
Patriotic Front?" 


[Dube] “In the first place, the achievement of a political program to 
increase the level of awareness of the masses--political, ideological, and 
military arsenals--so that they may defend their revolutionary cause. We 
are now entering a decisive and complicated stage, which requires great 
unity for a confrontation with the common enemy. 
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"Nevertheless, we will not fully succeed without the help of our friends, 
essentially from socialist and progressive countries. We need more aid 
and support than ever, because we are living with an enemy in our house 
and no one knows what may happen. No one can guarantee that South Africa 
will refrain from intervening militarily. The war has not ended, and the 
enemy will try to eliminate the Front and its leaders, as has just been 
shown by an attempt that has been perpetrated against the family residence 
of our co-chairman, Robert Mugabe. 


“We must strengthen the Front, mobilize and increase the political educa- 
tion of the masses, and engage in a continuing political struggle, in 
order to make clear who the enemies are and what they *"e planning. We 
must arm the people, the revolutionary forces: beca... there is no 
revolution without difficulties, sacrifices, and heroism. 


“Fortunately we rely on the recognition of the countries of the Front 
Line of the OAU, of the Movement of Nonaligned Countries, and of the 
United Nations." 


Dube made special reference to the countries of the Front Line. 


[Dube] "The countries of the Front Line were always at our side, to 
help in the attainment of the real independence of our people. First 
there was Zambia, the only independent border country in 1964, in which 
we began our struggle. According to some experts, never did any other 
country suffer so much economically in behalf of the struggle for the 
independence of its neighbors. Now, on the other hand, we are counting 
on Mozambique, Angola, Botswana, and Tanzania, whose participation also 
has been very active during the talks with England.” 


A frequent visitor in Cuba, Dube did not fail to make use of this most 
recent departure from our country to give some impressions concerning 
what his contact with the Cubans has meant. 


[Dube] "I learned a great deal in Cuba, concerning organization, the 
party, the situation of its youth, women, peasants, and students. But 
above all I learned a great deal about Comrade Fidel, and there are 
things about him that have affected me profoundly, like that time when, 
faced with imperialist slander that Cuba was looking for something in 
Africa, he recalled how the first Africans arrived as slaves, and yet the 
young people who arrived in Cuba after the revolution came to study to 
become agronomists, engineers, doctors... 
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"In 1967, I had contacts with many students from Zimbabwe, South Africa, 
Guinea, Angola, and many other countries that became independent. And 
now, after 10 years, I have seen that many of these students have become 
specialists, professionals, leaders of their parties, of their govern- 
ments, or of international organizations. 


"Moreover, I will always remember the difficult days in Angola, and the 
generous assistance of our Cuban brothers that thwarted South Africa's 
plans. And what would the Ethiopian revolution have amounted to without 
Cuban assistance? Yet today we have an Ethiopia that is a strong bastion 
of revolutionary principles and of African liberation movements. 


"I think of myself as a Cuban when it comes to political and ideological 
roots. Cuba is an African country, concerning which I have happy 
memories and profound gratitude." 


The man who was taking leave of the official delegation of che Patriotic 
Front in Havana, introduced his replacement, Albert Mayisa Ndouloun, and 
turned the conversation over to him: 


"I feel that the Patriotic Front has granted me a great honor in allowing 
me to represent it in a revolutionary country such as Cuba, a country that 
has often been in my thoughts. I am sure, too, that my life here will be 
an education in revolutionary thinking. I am also convinced that rela- 
tions of cooperation between the Patriotic Front and Cuba will conti -ue to 
become ever stronger."

BULLE SEES PRE-ELECTION BUSINESS SLOWDOWN 
Claim Disputed

[Text] Business is so nervous of a marxist-communist regime taking over 
next month that it is going into pre-election "limbo", says the Minister of 
Commerce and Industry, Mr Ernest Bulle. 


In a statement, he called on leaders of commerce and industry to show con- 
fidence in the free enterprise system and so show voters in the country 
that foreign doctrines are totally unacceptable. 


However, the two private sector organisations, the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce and Association of Rhodesian Industries, deny business is nervous 
and say they are taking an optimistic approach. 


Mr Bulle says: "It is quite obvious that a state of fear and epathy has set 
in at a time when the senior management of commercial and industrial con- 
cerns are normally preparing budgets together with their development and 
marketing programmes. 


This is because of a mistaken idea that a marxist or socialist regime will 
come to power, and this nervousness means foundations of good business man- 
agement are being eroded. 


"Commerce and industry, the very lifeline of the economy, is rapidly de- 
clining into a state of limbo." The Minister said a recent survey had in- 
dicated many medium to large firms were delaying their planning decisions 
until after the election. This was against normal business practice. 


The president of ACCOR, Mr Brian Grubb, said: "On the contrary, the busi- 
ness community is optimistic because we know the value of our expertise 

and we know we provide in the free enterprise system the best prospects for 
growth, employment and export-earnings”. 


He said ACCOR officials had made several speeches recently which had a posi- 
tive approach and stress “the bountiful future this country can expect”. 
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“I cannot claim some businessmen are not concerned. This happens before 
any election and some people tend to adopt a wait~and-see attitude but it is 
not general.” 


Mr Bulle, in calling industry and commerce to act, said: "This is the time 
for them to display confidence in the tremendous future that our country 
holds for everyone. 


"Now is the time for them to demonstrate their faith in themselves and their 
organisations in the full knowledge that there will not be a communist- 
marxist regime in vower after the election and do something about this.” 


Mr Bulle also cla’ ns the stock exchange is “showing mar) “ signs of decrea- 
sed trading with both mining and industrial indices fa) :;;".

Mr Grubb said: "It is characteristic of all the political parties that 
they have been at pains to tell us how impressed they are with the economy 
and how they see it as something to be built on rather than broken down and 
redistributed.

REFUGEES RETURNED TO ZAMBIA--Ten buses brought 567 refugees from Zambia-- 
77 women and 490 men--across Victoria Falls bridge yesterday morning. But 
when all had been screened at the Rhodesian border, four men refused to re- 
enter the buses for the journey to Gwai River Mine reception centre. "They 
were sent back across the bridge," a Victoria Falls Police officer said. 

A spokesman for the British Monitoring Force at the bridge said the reason 
given to the border liaison officer, Major Nick Cann, by one of the four 
was that they were “afraid" to go to the reception centre. The refugees 
said they had heard rumours of bad treatment at the Gwai River reception 
centre. A total of 14 470 refugees had been repatriated across three bor- 
ders up to the end of Wednesday. Of these 11 000 came from Botswana, 1 870 
from Zambia, and 1 600 from Mozambique. Selebi Pikwe Camp, the first Rho- 
desian refugees camp in Botswana, has been closed. The last group from 
Selebi Pikwe--536 men--arrived at Tegwani Mission centre, Plumtree, yester- 
day he said.

BODYGUARD REGULATIONS--Outside the grounds of Mr Robert Mugabe's house, in 
Quorn Avenue, Mount Pleasant, his armed bodyguards have no authority or stand- 
ing other than that of a private individual, a Salisbury Police spokesman 
said yesterday. He was commenting on reports that people walking past the 
house of the ZANU (PF) president were being threatened by the bodyguards. 
The spokesman said Mr Mugabe was guarded at the house by the BSAP and by his 
own bodyguards who had been supplied weapons by the Police for the protec- 
tion of Mr Mugabe in his grounds. The area, including schools and shopping

The full text of the communique said: "Combined Operations Headquarters 
reports that security forces have had nine contacts with armed groups, three 
of which were with ZIPRA and six with ZANLA. Four ZANLA elements and six 
collaborators have been captured. "Two ZANLA men were killed when one of 
them detonated the grenade he was carrying. "Security forces have located 
five caches and terrorist arms and equipment. "Intimidation of tribesmen in 
the rural areas is continuing. In the Easterdale Tribal Trust Land, groups 
of armed ZANLA men are reported to be holding meetings at which tribesmen 
are warned that if they do not vote for ZANU (PF), they will be killed. 

"In the Goromonzi area, a UANC vehicle was stoned by unidentified persons.

Local people have indicated that the women were murdered by ZANLA terrorists. 
The reason for the killings has not so far been established. "There have

VEHICLE WEAPONS WARNING--A Salisbury consulting surgeon has warned of the 
dangers of vehicle-mounted anti-terrorist devices to those looking to them 
for protection and to the public generally. Fitted with "virtually a hair- 
trigger" for effectiveness it is too easy for the devices to be discharged 
accidentally, warns Mr John A. Gordon, in the latest issue of the Central 
African Journal of Medicine. The weapons can be jolted into discharging 
if vehicles carrying them hit anything. They can also discharge if proper 
care and attention were not taken while inserting safety pins to make them 
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safe. One device had gone off accidentally severely wounding a 23-year- 
old farm manager in the shoulder. The manager had been demonstrating to a 
friend the ease with which the weapon, fitted to the roof of his Land-Rover, 
could be accidentally discharged. In another accident, a 52-year-old farmer 
had been shot in the groin while attempting to render a device safe. [Text]

IMITATION WEAPONS BANNED--The Governor has banned the carrying in public of 
anything that looks like a weapon of war. A spokesman for the Ministry of 
Law and Order said yesterday this had been done to stop the recent practice, 
on the part of some party followers, of taking to political meetings home- 
made imitations of communist weapons. These were used for intimidation, as 
the brandishing of them carried the clear message that anyone not supporting 
that particular party would be dealt with by the use of real firearms. 

"Such conduct is inimical to a free and fair election and is likely to pre- 
judice the maintenance of public safety or public order,” the spokesman 
said. The penalty for failing to comply with the order will be a fine not 
exceeding $i 000 or a term of imprisonment not exceeding 12 months, or both.

BRITISH DENY BREACH--A spokesman for Government House last night denied

JOURNALISTS THREATENED WITH DEATH--Following the distribution of a 
threatening letter in Kampala during the last 24 hours, Ugandan journal- 
ists have demanded special security measures to protect them in their 
offices and in their homes. The letter, which is anonymous, threatens 
49 journalists with death for having called the assassins who operate in 
the Ugandan capital at night armed bandits and not "Tanzanian soliders." 
According to the letter, the death of Bob Odongo Mayenda, the television 
journalist assassinated in the suburbs of the capital 2 weeks ago, is 
only the first of a series. The document, which does not spell out the 
names of the threatened journalists, adds that 33 Ugandan radio journal- 
ists will be assassinated as well as 6 from the government newspaper 
UGANDA TIMES and 10 from the independent daily TAIFA.
